The big 
ranchers leased thousands of acres of 
land for as low as 2c an acre, Be- 
cause of the vastness of these hold- 
ings it was impossible to fence tem 
and cattle were allowed to stray at 
will. It was out of the question t9 
bfand all of the cattle and rustling 
made a few dishonest squatters 
wealthy for a time. 

White men from the south were tie 
chief transgressors but some of the 
wily Indians who had been used to 
slaughtering buffalo soon learned 
the bad business, 

A noted folice officer recalls there 
was ° get rich quick stockman. He 
moved to Happy Valley with 25 head 


and in less than four years tad 
four hundred head, His herd grew 
rapidly while other ranchers were 


losing cattle constantly, and demand- 
ed that something be done. 

‘Two stock detectives after spending 
many nights out under the stars final. 
ly discovered evidence, They saw 
“Lou” and his gang slaughter gattle, 
not his own, and /ide the heads and 
hides in swamps and in old wells. 
When the rustlers had gone they dug 
up thes hides and examined the 
brands, The time for action came 
when a rancher, Harry Streeter, re- 
ported the loss of a favorite cow. The 
hide of this cow was found gt Lou’s 
place and a charge was laid against

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Shortage Of Fertilizers 


THE IMPORTANCE OF soil conseryation is emphasized in almost 
every country today. The people on this continent were among the last 
to realize that the soil cannot be productive indefinitely unless some of the 
elements which the crops take from it are returned by man, There, are 
several ways of preserving the richness of the soil and one of the most 
important of these is by the use of commercial fertilizers. The production 
of these fertilizers has become a great industry and they are used widely 
in every part of the world where crops are grown. 

° * © . . 
There is cause for concern, therefore, in the news 
Growing Need that there is a serious shortage of fertilizers devel- 
oping. Mr. G. J, Gallister, of the United Nations 
In Far East Food and Agriculture Organization, who visited 
Canada recently, stated that although the world’s production of commercial 
fertilizers is high, a shortage of sulphur is preventing an increase in pro- 
duction, which is needed to meet growing demands. There is now increas- 
ing need for fertilizers in Asia and the Far Hast, and present production 
is not sufficient to meet this growing demand, the United Nations official 
said, Canada has good supplies just now, he said, but shortages may begin 
to develop in the coming year. 
* * * * * 
The present situation is due to the serious shortage 
of sulphur for commercial purposes. The world 
supply of this important chemical is now estimated 
Than Demand to be about 5,570,000 long tons, while 6,000,000 long 
tons are required to meet the annual need. The impending shortage of 
sulphur has been anticipated in Canada, and efforts are being made to 
supplement the world supply from the by-products in the refining of 
Alberta oil and in tar sands from the Athabasca River. A lack of com- 
mercial fertilizers would have a serious effect on world food production at 
this time, and it is to be hoped that some way may be found of averting 
this impending shortage.

Canada Is Now || summer satan || 


Importing Eggs 
For First Time 


OTTAWA.—Hit by an unusual 
egg scarcity, Canada, for the 
first time in her history, is im- 
porting thousands of cases of 
eggs from foreign countries, 

More than 2,000,000 dozens have 
been shipped to this country from the 
United States and Holland during the 
last few months. More are expected. 

“At no time have I ever witnessed 
a situation like this,” an Agriculture 
Department official said. “Usually 
Canada produces enough eggs to ex- 
port. This year we're importing and 
we're taking all we can get.” 

Egg production in Canada is run- 
dning at. about 74,000 cases or about 
2,220,000 dozens a week, Her normal 
needs run to about 90,000 cases or 
2,700,000 dozens. 

The shortage, the official said, 
likely will continue until next Octo- 
ber or November, 

“By that time, Canada should be 
able to produce all the eggs to meet 
all of her needs—and even some left 
over for export. But I doubt very 
much whether we'll be doing any ex- 
porting. Canada likely will store all 
she doesn’t use immediately.” \ 

The current egg scarcity developed 
out of the sudden drop in the export 
market more than a year ago, the 
official explained. F 

In former years, Canada produced 
about 10 per cent more eggs than 
she could use. Most of the. surplus 
was taken up by Britain, 

In 1949 Britain announced that 
because of a dollar shortage, she 
would stop buying eggs from Canada. 
Canadian poultrymen were stunned. 

Many began cltting flocks. Others 
left the business altogether. For a 
while the egg market sagged. The 
government was forced to move in 
with price support, 

The poultrymen’'s fears proved un- 
warranted and their flock-cutting 
proved too deep. 

But by next fall, said the agricul- 
ture official, flocks should be back 
to almost the 1949 level; producing 
all the eggs that Canadians can use,

Chief Active In 
Education Group 


CALGARY. — Mrs. David Crow- 
child, wife of Sarcee Indian Chief 
David Crowchild, is the first and 
only Indian woman appointed a mem- 
ber -of the school education commit- 
tee of the Canadian Home and School 
Parent Teacher Association. 

Because it is the dream of-Indians 
that some day there will be equal 
educational opportunities for all In- 
dian and white children, Chief and 
Mre. Crowchild have been active in 
HLS.A. affairs. 

They were first introduced to the 
Home and School Association about 
fiye years ago when their son Gordon 
was a student in Calgary. 

“When the people explained to us 
how it worked, we joined and we 
have been members ever since,” she 
said. 

Chief Crowchild started a H.S.A. 
at the Sarcee Indian School last 
year—the first Indian Home and 
School Association in Canada. Mrs. 
Crowchild is treasurer of the branch. 

Mrs. Crowchild is a well-educated 
woman who speaks English fluently. 
In fact English is the only language 
spoken in the Crowchild home, The 
children, four bqys and a girl, know 
practically no Indian, 

In her spare time Mrs, Crowchild 
makes buckskin jackets, coats and 
moccasins for sale. 

Her work earned her the distinc- 
tion of being one of the few Cana- 
dian citizens who have received a 
letter from Princess Elizabeth. 

“I made a pair of white beaded 
baby buckskin moccasins for Prince 
Charles when he was born,” she 
said. “I didn’t think the Princess 
would accept them but I sent them 
anyway. She kept them and sent 
me a nice letter.” 

Mrs, Crowchild was one of many 
Indians attending the Calgary Stam- 
pede. She was asked if she minded 
the crowds of visitors to the Indian 
village. i 

“No I don’t notice them,” she said, 
“but some of them are very rude.” 

“They keep peeking into the teepee 
when we are eating or getting dress- 
ed to go out.”

Tourist Trade 


Tourist trade as a factor in inter 
national trade is a fairly recent ar- 
rival, dating from the industrial 
revolution of the last century which 
gave ri:e to a significant increase in 
the so-called “middle class” who were 
for the most part responsible for, and_ 
the product of the expanding over- 
seas mercantile trade. Incrasing in- 
terest in trade with foreign countries 
was accompanied by a desire to see 
these countries at first hand, and per- 
haps combine a little business with 
pleasure. ‘There emerged, therefore, 
what was to all intents and purposes 
@-new industry—-the travel and holi- 
day trade—and, while at first it met 
with disparagement, if not suspicion, 
it gained alike in volume and prestige 
as accommodation and means of 
transportation improved. 

Since the turn of the century and 
particularly within the last two de- 
cades, there tas been a rapid ime 
provement in tran:portation—the air 
plane, automobile, fast trains and. 
boats. ‘This factor alone would have 
been considerable stimulus to tourist 
travel, Coupled with it, however, 
there has been, in the industrialized 
countries a rise in income and an 
increase in leisure due to shorter 
working hours and holidays with pay, 
which tend to make travel economi- 
cally feasible a3 well, With income 
estimates in the United States higher 
this year than last with the noticable 
increase in factory shut downs tor 
holidays, with the substantial spend. 
ing on consumer durable goods last 
year and the restrictions on such 
spending this year, it would seem 
that the American ‘travel trade in 
Canada migi:t be greater this year 
than last. The Canadian economy has 
likewise been characterized by rapid 
industrialization during aad since 
World War 11, and has yet to ex- 
perience the full impact of the po- 
tential volume of outgoing tourist 
trade,—Canadian Bank of Commerce 
Review, ?
